BETTER BUSINESS METHODS. 
Many of the recommendations of the 
Federal 
Trade 
Commission 
are in line 
.with what various of the trade associa­ 
tions are already striving to do. 
Under 
thoir codes of ethics, they are standing 
for just what the commission recommends 
and they are opposed to the practices the 
commission opposes. 
Of course, leading 
business men in all lines do not need a 
code to tell them what is right and w^hat 
is wrong in doing business; and a con­ 
siderable majority of business men is ab­ 
solutely square dealing. 
It is recognized 
that some customs have been operative in 
given quarters through the y ears which 
are not in keeping with the best business 
methods. 
While the members of the commission 
have not formally endorsed their condem­ 
nation of the 
following 
practices, they 
have made plain that they should not be 
tolerated: 
1. Direct or indirect lavish, exces­ 
sive or prearranged entertainment of 
customers. 
2. Excessive personal gifts to cus­ 
tomers. 
> 3. Giving of 
accessories 
wuthout 
extra charge. 
4. 
Promising unearned discounts 
not allowed to general trade. 
5. Donating 
funds 
or 
providing 
banquets or other entertainments for 
associations. 
6. Pay ments of specific advertising 
expenses to some customers and not 
to others. 
7. Giving premiums with sales. 
8. Making of contracts w’hich re­ 
quire delivery of specified quantity 
within specified time if demanded by 
purchaser but which does not require 
such purchaser to accept such quan­ 
tity within the same period. 
In these things, the sentiments of the 
commission coincide with the sentiments 
of all those who are earnestly striving for 


TOO MUCH CREDIT HARMFUL. 


Merchants in all parts of the country 
are being compelled to adopt more rigid 
practices in the granting of credit. This 
has been brought about by the losses en­ 
tailed by those who make a business of 
running up accounts and eventually leav­ 
ing the creditor without pay ment. There 
are people in every community whose chief 
object in life appears to be to defraud 
those who have extended them credit. To­ 
tally devoid of honesty or integrity they 
pursue their plan until there are no more 
victims, then move to other communities 
to continue their operations or, if com­ 
pelled to remain in the same place, they 
go on a cash pasis.. 
A merchant does not do a service by ex­ 
tending credit to all people at all times. 
Rather does he do a detrimental act to 
himself, his customers and to society as 
a whole. 
For unlimited credit to many 
people means tthat instead of one mer­ 
chant losing on the account, several mer­ 
chants will suffer as such classes make 
the rounds and secure all the credit pos­ 
sible. 
By such procedure it is not long 
until these people have obligated them­ 
selves so deeply they can never get them­ 
selves clear of debt, even though at first 
they so intended. 
Thus all people suffer. 
The merchant 
loses to the extent he has given credit. 
The customer loses in self-respect, and 
society as a whole loses, as honest custo­ 
mers must pay higher prices to allow the 
merchant to make a profit on his business, 
which includes taking care of the dead­ 
beats. 
Unlimited credit is a curse to business 
today . 
Credit to those who honestly en­ 
deavor to take care of their obligations is 
right. 
But to others— it is a mighty poor 
policy .

Ou r Nau tical Dep artmen t 
My intense interest in travel has 
led me to collect a great amount of 
material having to do with sea voy ­ 
ages, ships, etc. 
One of the prizes of this depart­ 
ment is my model of the great 40- 
oarpow'er galley built for 
Lambre­ 
quin II of Mesopotamia in 2364 B. C., 
w^hen Mesopotamia 
was an inland 
sea. 
The country wTnt dry In 1254 
and now look at the darn thing! 
Near this exhibit is 
an 
original 
Viking ship with its 
ancient 
sail 
woven from the beards of these mar­ 
velous mariners. 
This wiry 
beard- 
cloth was used extensively by the 
Norsemen 
and 
nothing 
delighted 
them more than when the howling 
north 
wind 
blew 
through 
their 
whiskers. 
On a sheepskin, 
just 
above the 
Viking ship, is the first knowm copy 


of the “ rules of the road* as applied 
to navigation. 
The master-mariner 
wras supposed to hold out his hand 
before changing his course and it 
was against the rules 
to 
anchor 
within a cable’s length of a light­ 
house. 
Other objects of interest are two 
pieces of kindling wood from 
the 
ships log carried by Leif Ericson and 
the instruments,
